Francisco motorists are paying 
the city an average of $160,000 
a year for the privilege of vio- 
lating the city’s traffic ordinance 
ang the California vehicle act, 
according to figures furnished the 
National Automobile Club by M 
Croninfi deputy county clerk 
These figures will be contained 
in the annual report of the counly 
clerk, which is to be published 
soon. 

Based on statistics for the first 
six months of this year, the fig- 
ures reveal that uncontested traf- 
fic cases yielded the city $50,648 
in “cash register” fines for minor 
infractions of the city traffic or- 
dinance. At the same time $5.- 
825 was paid in like manner for 
violations of the State vehicle act. 

One of the greatest sources of 
revenue to the city is found in 
the police court of Judge Daniel 
E. O’Brien, who at present is try- 
ing cases coming under the State 
motor act and the city traffic or- 
dinance. According to the best 
available figures, traffic fines im- 
posed by Judge O’Brien have av- 
eraged about $5000 a month.
